IHD A GREAT FALL OF THE HERCDRY. 


Mo L oss of Life Yet Reported, but Ac- 


counts from the Rural Districts An- 


ticipated with Dread — Wires 


Down in all Directions. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 9.—6ince 


4 o'clock this morning Minneapolis has 
been tbe center of a furious blizzard, 
and reports cominpr in from outside 
points state that tho wind is blowing 
across the plains at a velocity ranging 
from thirty-five to fifty miles an hour. 
The temperature, too, has fallen from 
20 to 45 degrees, and registers all the 
way from 12 to 20 degrees below zero, 
and still falling. In the city the streets 
are given up to the wind and flying 
snow. During a part of the day it was 
Impossible to see across the business 
streets. Local traffic is at a standstill 
and a number of the leading merchants 
closed their stores. The street railway 
service is paralyzed. 
KaUwoy superin- 


tendents pronounce the storm the heav- 
iest they have seen in years. 


Incoming trains, with the exception 


of the Chicago trains, which did not 
meet the storm until near their destina- 
tion, are unusually late. As yet no cas- 
ualties are reported, but many of tho 
pranks of the wind have resulted seri- 
ously. 


About 9 o'clock a man passing down 


ihe street was caught in a whirlwind, 
carried in the air and thrown with ter- 
rible force against a telephone pole. 


At Duluth the mercury has fallen 10 


degrees since noon. The wind changed 
;o northwest and is now blowing at the 
rate of forty miles an hour. The snow 
s still falling. Tho streets are de- 
serted.
